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The  Courses  in  Architecture 

THE  School  of  Architecture  of  the  Uni\ersity  of  Illinois  offers  two  distinct  and  separate 
courses,  the  course  in  Architecture  and  the  course  in  Architectural  Engineering.  These 
courses  aim  to  give  the  broadest  possible  preparation  for  the  practice  of  Architecture. 

The  course  in  Architecture  aims  primarily  to  train  the  student  to  produce  correct,  thoughtful 
and  beautiful  works  of  architecture.  Its  studies  include  a  broad  field  of  liberal  and  scientific 
subjects  to  supply  the  necessary  background  for  creative  work,  the  scientific  group  terminating  in 
a  thorough  study  of  the  principles  underlying  safe  and  economical  construction.  The  larger  part 
of  the  course,  however,  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  architectural  forms  and  the  principles  involved 
in  their  application  in  architectural  design,  and  in  this  part  of  the  course  much  attention  is  given 
to  the  training  of  the  eye  to  recognize  beautiful  proportion  and  of  the  hand  in  rapid  and  tasteful 
draftsmanship. 

The  course  in  Architectural  Engineering  is  formulated  on  the  same  general  plan  as  the  course 
in  Architecture,  the  distinction  being  that  more  attention  is  paid  to  the  scientific  and  structural 
studies  and  less  to  the  study  of  architectural  form  and  design. 

The  facilities  and  equipment  for  instruction,  collected  during  the  forty  years  of  the  active 
existence  of  this  school,  are  of  a  high  degree  of  excellence.  The  large  library  of  architectural 
books  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  finest  in  this  country.  The  projection  apparatus  for  lecture 
illustration  and  demonstration  consists  of  three  electric  lanterns,  one  a  high  grade  Zeiss  reflecto- 
scope  and  another  arranged  to  show  two  pictures  at  the  same  time  for  comparative  study.  The 
collection  of  slides  for  use  with  these  lanterns  numbers  over  ten  thousand,  illustrating  the  great 
monuments  of  the  world.  The  instructional  staff  consists  often  trained  architects  devoting  their 
whole  time  to  instruction  in  Architecture.  The  student  registration  for  the  year  1910-11  was 
two  hundred  and  seventy,  placing  the  School  of  Architecture  of  the  University  of  Illinois  first  in 
this  country  in  point  of  attendance.
